The Deputy Tax Commissioner asks in his report for an 
increase of certain salaries in his Department, and also an 
increase in the amount appropriated for extra clerical service. 
I commend his requests to the favorable consideration of the 
Legislature. 

I respectfully call attention to that portion of the Deputy 
Tax Commissioner's Report which relates to the non-payment 
of the tax on National Banks to towns and cities, or payment 
under protest. The City of New Bedford alone of the towns 
and cities declines to pay into the State Treasury the amount 
of Bank Tax required by the provisions of the law, alleging 
that the National Banks of that city absolutely refuse pay- 
ment of tax, even under protest, while the test suits now in 
the United States Courts are pending. As directed by the 
General Statutes, chap. 13, sect. 15, I have withheld from 
payment to the City of New Bedford such •' sums of money " 
as otherwise would have been due said city, sufficient to off- 
set the amount of Bank Tax unpaid. 

The only legislation I would suggest is a more summary 
process for the collection of the National Bank Tax by the 
cities and towns, and it may be best to wait the decision of 
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the Courts before any changes of the law taxing National 
Banks are made. 

Detailed statements of revenue and fund transactions, the 
condition of the several funds, and amounts unpaid on war- 
rant and interest accounts, are appended.
